City lawyer questions jurisdiction in Nyon Oil appeal

Joseph Snlezek, who chaired the meeting, said the board 
has to decide if the City of Port Colborne acted indepen¬ 
dently when it applied for zoning changes and official plan 
amendments to allow Nyon Oil to build a tank farm on the 
city’s rural east side — or if the city acted as an agent for 
the company. Sniezek heard arguments from Nyon lawyer 
James Ayres and Bruce Engell representing the city during 
the daylong hearing to decide if Nyon’s OMB appeal will 
proceed. The company is appealing the city’s recent deci¬ 
sion to scrap the project it had been working on for most 
of the past decade. 

Ayres referred to affidavits by city staff members and 
elected officials, letters between company and city staff 
representatives, city reports and other documentation 
filed over the past eight years to support his argument that 
the city was acting as an agent for the company when it 
filed applications with Niagara Region for zoning and offi¬ 
cial plan amendments in 2005. 

He told Sniezek that Nyon’s appeals “are valid,” and the 
company "participated in all aspects of the planning appli¬ 
cation approval process as an applicant.” 

Engell, however, referred to the applications themselves 
to support his argument that the city acted independently 
when making those applications. The city, he pointed out, 
is clearly indicated as the sole applicant in all of the docu¬ 
mentation submitted to the region four years ago. 

The city’s lawyer questioned whether the OMB has juris¬ 
diction in hearing an appeal by Nyon Oil over a piece of 
property between Hwy. 140 and the Welland Canal. Engell 
told Sniezek that it was the city, not Nyon Oil, who made 
the applications for zoning changes on Feb. 15, 2005 to 
allow the company to develop 300 hectares of property. If 
an applicant for zoning changes withdraws those changes, 
Engell questioned why the OMB would be involved. 

As such, he said the OMB may not have jurisdiction in 
the issue at all. 

"The evidence ... shows the applicant withdrew the 
application. Where that leaves the board with respect to 
jurisdiction, I submit you don’t have any in that aspect 


because the applicant withdrew,” Engell said during a pre¬ 
liminary hearing Nov. 18 to determine if an OMB appeal 
recently filed by Nyon Oil would proceed. 

But Ayres objected. He said if the city was planning to 
raise the question of jurisdiction during the hearing, Nyon 
should have been informed. And if the OMB itself had any 
doubts about whether or not it had jurisdiction in the 
matter, then it should have informed Nyon about those 
doubts. 

The fact that the preliminary hearing was being held, 
Ayres added, clearly demonstrates that the OMB has 
accepted jurisdiction in the issue. 

Citing documentation dating back to the start of the 
decade, Ayres argued Nyon was the applicant and the city 
was acting as its agent when it made the applications for 
zoning changes. 

“Nyon fully participated in the application process. 
Nyon provided information and participated in the open 
house,” and the company “attended all of the meeting with 
the city,” Ayres said. 

“We’re saying, in any event, Nyon is the person who 
requested” the amendments. 

“Throughout the application process Nyon was, and was 
treated by the city as the proponent of the applications.” 

For that reason, he said Nyon was the applicant “and 
therefore has a statutory right to appeal.” 

Ayres described the relationship between the city and 
Nyon as “similar to that of a public-private partnership.” 

He cited letters between then city chief administrative 
officer Robert Cotterill and the company as evidence, 
which stated that the letter itself would be considered 
acceptance of agreements between the parties. 

“I submit to you that if the board accepts the arguments 
of the city, the purposes of the appeal provisions of the 
planning act would be rendered meaningless, as there 
would be no one with any right to appeal the city’s deci¬ 
sions to the board,” Ayres said. 

“As a result of the foregoing, the board should give the 
appeal provisions of the planning act a broader interpreta¬ 
tion so that it doesn’t unnecessarily deprive persons of 
their rights.” 

Ayres said the procedure the city followed when it 


scrapped its applications for zoning changes is in itself 
grounds for appeal. 

“The zoning bylaw was dealt with unjusdy,” he said. 

“There was no notice that it would be considered at the 
special council meeting ... it wasn’t advertised, public 
notice wasn’t given that it would be considered at the spe¬ 
cial council meeting, and then all of the sudden following 
the special council meeting there’s a notice of refusal of the 
zoning bylaw. I think that in itself would warrant the board 
to have jurisdiction over the matter and to have an 
appeal.” 

While the city conceded that Nyon was the proponent of 
the project and the developer, Engell said the city was the 
sole applicant for the zoning changes in question. 

Engell said there are really only two relevant documents 
— the application for zoning changes and for official plan 
amendments the city made to the region in 2005, and the 
agreement of purchase and sale a year later. The applica¬ 
tion itself, Engell said, made no mention of Nyon. The city, 
as a public body, was also not required to pay for the 
zoning changes and amendments, he added. 

“At the time, sir, there were no binding agreements 
between the two parties,” he told Sniezek. 

The “only binding agreement between” was made 11 
months after the application was submitted, and that was 
the agreement of purchase and sale for the land. Other 
documentation was merely discussion and intent, “but at 
that point there were signatures.” 

That agreement, in which Nyon would purchase the 
property from the city for $1,100 an acre, was contingent 
on many stipulations including that zoning changes would 
be in place before Nyon took possession of the property, 
and that the company would not pay the city for the prop¬ 
erty or any of the consultant fees or studies until after it 
took possession. The city has spent more than $800,000 on 
the failed project so far. 

The OMB gave no indication of when the decision would 
be made, although Sniezek asked for a box to cart away all 
the documentation he would need to sift through in the 
weeks ahead to make his decision. 

“It won’t fit in my briefcase,” he said.

Seventeen years later, the Port Colbome Blue Bears were 
celebrating a near identical end to the season following a 
7-0 victory over the previously unbeaten South Lincoln 

“It was the exact same season,” said Blue Bears running 
back Josh Toepp, who had 15 carries for 40 yards. “They 
lost the first two games and then they went undefeated. 

“And on a day exactly like this, they won it in the rain." 

The 17-year-old had an unexpected response to his 
father’s tale. 

“It gave me more of a will to win, rather than trying to 
impress my dad,” he said. “But it’s the team, it’s not about 
destiny.” 

But Port Colbome surely was a team of destiny after 
opening the season with two losses and then going 7-0 the 
rest of die way to claim the championship. 

"Everyone had their doubts, but the coach kept us 
pumped up and taught us the key things,” Toepp said. 
“He’s (Chris Cairns) the best coach I’ve ever had and the 
best person I will ever know.” 

Cairns, in an emotional post-game address to his team, 
summed up the victory. 

“The Bears have the heart to stay in the game and today 
was a perfect example that if you never say die, that if you 
work as hard as you can, you can achieve what you want,” 
Cairns said to ajoyous group ofBlue Bears. 

For South Lincoln, there was no joy at the West Lincoln 
Leisureplex.

Canadian workers 
starved for higher 
paying jobs 

T he record surge in visits to the country’s food banks 
during the worst recession in decades masks the 
broader reality of deprivation in Canada. 

Yes, it’s shocking that there was an 18% jump in the 
number of people using food banks in March — the largest 
year-over-year increase on record. 

Of the 800,000 people who needed extra help to put food 
on the table, almost 10% used a food bank for the first 
time, according to survey results released by officials yes- 

Even once-swaggering Alberta has fallen on hard times, 
experiencing a whopping 61% increase in food bank usage 
between March 2008 and March 2009, the largest jump in 
the country. 

Such is the inevitable consequence of a downturn in a 
province whose economy depends on the health of the oil- 
patch. (Nova Scotia, Ontario and Manitoba also experi¬ 
enced a dramatic rise in the number of food bank clients.) 

Tellingly, 19% of those in households that resort to food 
banks each month are employed, or were until just 
recently. Canada’s secret shame is that the extent of pov¬ 
erty in this wealthy country is much larger than people 
imagine. 

Sure, only 5% of Canadian workers earn minimum wage, 
but21% of them toiled for less than$12 an hour last year. 
That’s three million Canadians stuck in low-wage jobs. 

Ail across the country, people are struggling to pay the 
bills, feed the kids and keep a roof over their heads on a 
salary of less than $25,000 a year. Try doing that month 
after month without dipping into the food bank. As Statis¬ 
tics Canada pointed out earlier this year, Canada has one 
of the highest proportions of low-paid workers in the 
industrialized world. 

The U. S. has similarly high rates of low-wage workers. In 
contrast, a much smaller proportion of employees in many 
European countries are poorly paid. Depending on where 
you stand on the ideological spectrum, some might argue 
that Canada’s laissez-faire approach to the economy is 
preferable to the more socialist systems in Europe because 
our unemployment rates are lower. 

Nevertheless, Canada isn’t as compassionate as it pre¬ 
tends to be. Just ask the working poor lined up at our food

Sex and violence 
in Africa

I t was ostensibly about obscenity, 
but it was really about corruption 
and censorship — and in the end, 
justice prevailed. Last Monday, a 
Zambian court found journalist 
Chansa Kabwela not guilty of “distrib¬ 
uting obscene material with intent to 
corrupt public morals.” 

What obscene material? She had 
sent photographs of a woman giving 
birth in a hospital parking lot during a 
nurses’ strike to senior government 
officials. 

President Rupiah Banda called a 
press conference and declared the 
photographs pornographic. Soon 
after, Kabwela was arrested on 
obscenity charges. She faced a five- 
year jail sentence if she were found 
guilty—but Banda’s real motive was 
probably the fact that the paper 
Kabwela works for, the Post, con¬ 
stantly accuses him of corruption. 

The Post is probably right. Banda 
succeeded Levy Mwanawasa, a presi¬ 
dent of unquestioned integrity, after 
the latter died of a stroke last year. But 
unlike Mwanawasa, he has failed to 
pursue the previous president, Fred¬ 
erick Chiluba, a monumentally cor¬ 
rupt man who has been ordered by a 
British court to repay Zambia $55 mil¬ 
lion that he had stolen. 

Banda has not tried to collect the 
$55 million from Chiluba, and has 
stopped any further action against 
him in Zambia’s courts. An unsympa¬ 
thetic observer might wonder if some 
of Chiluba’s stolen millions have 
bought Banda’s complicity. 

The Post wonders that out loud, so 
Banda went after its news editor, 
Chansa Kabwela. 

The pictures Kabwela sent out were 
not pornographic. Rather, they were 
horrific: images of a woman in the 
midst of a breech birth, the baby’s legs 
dangling out between her own while 
its head was still inside her. It all hap¬ 
pened in a hospital parking lot (she 
had already been turned away from 
two clinics), but nobody would help 
her because of the strike, and the 
baby suffocated. 

Her appalled and furious relatives 
brought pictures of the scene to the 
Post. Kabwela did not publish them 
because they were so upsetting, but 
she sent copies to senior officials 
together with a letter urging them to 
intervene and settle the strike. 

That’s when Banda declared the 
images pornographic and had her 
arrested.

The courts are still independent In Zambia, 
and in the end Kabwela was found not guilty— 
but many of the witnesses were genuinely more 
shocked by photographs of a woman naked 
from the waist down than by the horror of what 
was actually happening. As one witness said: 
“We are all Zambians here. We all know this is 
not allowed in our culture.” 

The word you’re looking for is “prudish,” and 
it applies to a lot of African popular culture. 
Never mind what’s actually happening. We don’t 
want to hear about it, and we certainly don’t 
want to see it. The Zambian elite has been dev¬ 
astated by HIV/Aids — the higher the social 
class, the worse the death rate — and yet 
nobody wants to talk about sex, let alone about 
the links between sex, power and violence. 

Go a thousand kilometres (miles) south to 
South Africa, and the gulf between appearances 
and reality is even wider. Last June, the country’s 
Medical Research Council published a study 
about rape and HIV which reported that 28% of 
South African men admitted to having raped a 
woman or a girl. (A further 3% said that they had 
raped a man or boy.) 

Almost half the rapists said they had raped 
more than one person, and three-quarters of 
them said they had carried out their first assault 
before the age of 20. They didn’t use condoms 
and they were twice as likely to be HIV-positive 
than non-rapists. This is a national calamity that 
is killing more people than a middle-sized war, 


and causing a huge amount of pain and grief. 

Yet few South Africans are even willing to talk 

Many Africans will be feeling defensive, but a 
lot of this reminds me of where I grew up. There 
was an amazing amount of low-level violence 
around and there was also a huge amount of 
sexual predation. In the boys’ school I went to, 
the male teachers molested the boarders on an 
industrial scale, although day-boys like me were 
fairly safe. And none of it was ever admitted or 
discussed in public. 

Now I live in a culture where we are no longer 
prudes. Everything is out in the open, including 
trivialized, commercialized sex on a hundred 
channels. Around half of all marriages end in 
divorce, but gays, once persecuted and forced to 
hide, can also get married if they want to. You 
can still mugged in the street, but the level of 
casual violence — usually men beating up on 
women or kids — is sharply down. I bet that the 
real figures for rape are down a lot too. 

I like the transformed culture I live in now a 
lot better — and it occurs to me that what we are 
seeing in Africa now may be as transitional as 
what I grew up with in Newfoundland. In which 
case every moral and cultural change that 
socially conservative Africans see as a descent 
into darkness may actually be a move towards 
the light.

SLAMMING THE BRAKES ON

PORT COLBORNE - Twenty-one vehicles 
were taken off the road after being deemed 
unsafe by police last Saturday.

And that means more potential customers walking 
through the doors of the city’s businesses. 

Evans said the program fits in with the development 
agency’s mandate of building the economy of the commu- 

"They’re all about small business,” Evans said. “We’re all 
about building the community. Small business is the back¬ 
bone, and without the success of small business your com¬ 
munity suffers.” 

The program, Evans said, is designed to bring all of the 
business groups together — the Downtown Business 
Improvement Area, the Port Colborne Gateway Associa¬ 
tion and the chamber of commerce. 

“This is the first opportunity that they’re all coming 
together for a common goal of promoting local,” Evans 

She’s anticipating that all Port Colborne-Wainfleet 
Chamber of Commerce member businesses will partici¬ 
pate in the program. 

“We’re hoping for at least 40 businesses,” Evans said. 

They’re also hoping that people use the 30,000 ballots 
that will be printed in and distributed in the newspaper. 

“Individuals that work in our community and may not 
shop in the community, that’ll give them hopefully incen¬ 
tive to go check out Stamplicity for their shopping needs, 
or Serendipity,” she said, referring to two downtown busi¬ 
nesses. 

The prizes were donated by Gary Talosi from local com¬ 
pany, Dundee Wealth. 

“He’s given us the cash and the prize, and that was very 
generous,” Evans said. “He doesn’t benefit. The community 
benefits.”

Young Carers is funded by the Local Health Integration 
Network to support the well-being of youth, under the age 
of 18, who help out at home because a family member 
needs assistance with everyday activities — such as cook¬ 
ing, cleaning, budgeting, household chores, parenting and 
emotional support. 

“We are all really excited — we are a young agency but 
we’ve worked so hard. It’s an exciting validation,” Arsenio 
said. “It’s really fantastic the LHIN took us on. We were 
really lucky.” 

The pilot project began in August 2008 and staff were 
hired in October. It’s the first project of its kind in Canada. 
To date, 363 clients accessed services. Of those, 160 were 
children who were taught how to deal with stress, self care, 
leadership and cooking in addition to helping with home¬ 
work and encouraging physical activity.
